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Searchers find 
body in Banff park 


Searchers say they have 
found a body near a vehi¬ 
cle owned by a University 
of Alberta student who has 
been missing for 11 days in 
Banff National Park. 

RCMP would not con¬ 
firm if the body is that of 
Jordan Darda. 

“The body was located 
about two kilometres from 
the trailhead where the 
motor vehicle belonging to 


missing person Jordan Dar¬ 
da was located,” Const. 
Francine Hennelly said 
Thursday. 

“The body has not been 
identified and the cause of 
the death is unknown. At 
this time there is no indi¬ 
cation of foul play.” 

Mark Ledwidge, a Parks 
Canada spokesman, said 
Darda’s pickup truck was 
found at the Pinto Lake 


trailhead on Wednesday 
morning. 

Darda, 20, went camp¬ 
ing by himself in the 
mountains on Sept. 5. He 
did not leave a note in the 
truck or tell anyone where 
he was going. More than 
30 people, two dog teams 
and a helicopter took part 
in the search of the re¬ 
mote, rugged area.

U of A pair make 
a major discovery

O New gene discovery may have a 
future fighting multiple sclerosis

It’s not every student that 
gets to discover some¬ 
thing new to the world of 
medicine during their 
studies, but for one lucky 
med student it’s all in a 
day’s work. 

Dr. Marelc Michalak 
and Allison Kraus, two sci¬ 
entists from the Faculty of 
Medicine and Dentistry at 
the University of Alberta, 
have discovered that shut¬ 
ting off a particular gene 
causes the body to devel¬ 
op mobility issues. 

“We’re very excited 
about our findings,” said 
Kraus at a media availabil¬ 
ity Thursday. 

“No one before has 
made the link between 
Calnexin, the gene we 
study, and myelin dis¬ 


ease. 

This discovery affects 
all myelin diseases, such 
as MS. 

Although certainly not 
a cure for MS, it is anoth¬ 
er piece of information 
leading one step closer to 
understanding how mo¬ 
bility is affected on a cel¬ 
lular level. 

“When we interrupt a 
gene, we basically silence 
it,” said Dr. Michalak. 

“So the impact on 
myelin function is 
through the protein that 
is produced by the gene 
that is responsible.” 

Dr. Michalak was elated 
by the chance discovery. 

“I think the beauty of 
this is that this really aris¬ 
es from curiosity-driven 
research. It’s something 
we would not have ex¬ 
pected.”

Schindler made the request 
standing before dozens of 
slides of fish with tumours, 
lesions, deformities and 
discolourations. 

Schindler and his group 
say environmental moni¬ 


toring on the Athabasca 
River must be carried out 
independent of industry 
and the Alberta govern¬ 
ment. They point to a grow¬ 
ing number of studies that 
suggest pollution in the riv¬ 


er is increasing, probably 
due to industrial activity.

Hutterite colony fined 
over manure lagoon 


A Hutterite colony in 
southwestern Alberta has 
been fined for having an il¬ 
legal liquid manure la¬ 
goon. 

A provincial court judge 
ordered the White Lake 
colony near Blairmore to 
pay $71,500 for building 
and operating the earthen 
lagoon without a permit. 

The manure is generat¬ 
ed by a hog farm owned by 


the Hutterite s and regulat¬ 
ed by the Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation 
Board. 

The fine was agreed to 
by both sides after the 
colony pleaded guilty. 

A permit is required for 
any new feeding opera¬ 
tions for livestock under 
the Agricultural Operation 
Practices Act.

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A provincial court 
judge also placed the 
colony on probation 
for three years, and or¬ 
dered that no manure 
be allowed to enter 
the lagoon unless ap¬ 
proved by the conser¬ 
vation board.

O Benedict XVI’s visit to Britain 
marred by disgust over sex abuse 
O Only 10% of Britons are Catholic 



Pope Benedict XVI waded 
into the hostile atmosphere 
of highly secular Britain on 
Thursday, admitting that 
the Catholic Church had 
not acted decisively or 
quickly enough to remove 
priests who molested chil¬ 
dren, in his strongest com¬ 
ments on the worldwide 
sex abuse crisis. 

In a visit unprecedented 
for its opposition, Benedict 
warned against “aggressive 
forms” of secularism. The 
Pope recalled how Britain 
had stood against “Nazi 
tyranny that wished to 
eradicate God from socie¬ 
ty-” 

The trip is the first state 
visit by a pope to the U.K., 
and his meeting with 
Queen Elizabeth II was sig¬ 
nificant because of the his¬ 
toric divide between the 
officially Protestant nation 
and the Catholic Church.

A Polish mother says she is 
delighted that Pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI stopped to bless 
her baby daughter. 

► The visiting pontiff was 
travelling through a crowd 
of pilgrims in Glasgow in 
his white Popemobile when 
attendants hoisted one- 
year-old Maria Tyszczak up 
to the his window. 

► Benedict kissed the baby on 
the forehead through a 
lowered window, before 
she was gently handed 
back to her family. 

Only 65,000 of the faith¬ 
ful had tickets to an open 
air Mass at Bellahouston 
Park in Glasgow, compared 
to the 100,000 previously 
expected. The British media 
has been particularly un¬ 


welcoming to the pope’s 
visit, noting its $ 18.7-mil¬ 
lion security cost to taxpay¬ 
ers at a time of austerity 
measures and job losses.

A man who became dis¬ 
traught as he was being 
briefed on his mother’s 
condition at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital pulled a gun and 
shot the doctor Thursday. 

Then he killed his moth¬ 
er and himself in her room 
at the world-famous med¬ 
ical centre in Baltimore. 


The 50-year-old man 
holed up inside his moth¬ 
er’s room for two hours 
during a standoff. 

Officers found him dead 
on the floor and his moth¬ 
er dead in her bed. 

The man was initially 
identified as Warren Davis, 
but police later said that 


was an alias. His real name 
was Paul Warren Pardus. 

The doctor, who was not 
identified, was wounded in 
the abdomen. But he was 
expected to survive. 

When officers made 
their way in, they found 
Pardus and his mother, 84- 
year-old Jean Davis, shot to

“I guess he just couldn't 
bear to see her the way she 
was,” said Pardus' brother, 
59-year-old Alvin Gibson of 
Virginia.

Lenders took back more 
homes in the United States 
in August than in any 
month since the start of 
the U.S. mortgage crisis. 

The increase in home 
repossessions came even 
as the number of proper¬ 
ties entering the foreclo¬ 
sure process slowed for the 
seventh month in a row, 
foreclosure listing firm Re- 
altyTrac Inc. said Thursday. 

In all, banks repos¬ 
sessed 95,364 properties 
last month, up three per 
cent from July and an in¬ 


crease of 25 per cent from 
August 2009. 

August makes the ninth 
month in a row that the 
pace of homes lost to fore¬ 
closure has increased on 
an annual basis. 

Concerns are growing 
that the housing market 


recoveiy could stumble 
amid stubbornly high un¬ 
employment, a sluggish 
economy and faltering con¬ 
sumer confidence. U.S. 
home sales have collapsed 
since federal homebuyer 
tax credits expired in April.

New research has uncov¬ 
ered a part of the brain 
that is larger in people 
who seem particularly in¬ 
trospective. 

Some people know 
their minds better than 
others, and research being 
reported Friday is a step at 
understanding the biology 
behind that important 
part of human conscious¬ 
ness. 

It is work necessaiy for 
one day tackling brain in¬ 
juries or diseases that rob 
people of key aspects of 
self-reflection — such as 
schizophrenia patients 
who are not aware they 
are ill and thus do not take 
their medication. 

By learning the neuro¬ 


logic basis of self- 
awareness, “might we be 
able to come up with po¬ 
tential strategies to inter¬ 
vene in these cases and 
improve people’s 
introspective ability?” asks 
Stephen Fleming of 
University College 
London, lead author of the 
new research published in 
the journal Science. 

Introspection is basical¬ 


ly thinking about your 
thinking, a way to judge 
your own thoughts and ac¬ 
tions — and inherently 
difficult to study. The 
British research team de¬ 
vised a way to measure in¬ 
trospective ability by 
comparing people’s confi¬ 
dence in a decision they 
made with the accuracy of 
that decision.

These days, average

During the Toronto International 
Film Festival you'll see stars sipping 
lattes at the Starbucks in Yorkville 
and dolled-up on the red carpet at 
Roy Thompson Hall, but my 
favourite way to see them is up on 
the big screen. Celebrity gazing is a 
pleasant enough festival diversion, 
but the star attraction is the films. 


Jamie Foxx was best known as a comedi¬ 
an whose credits included dressing in 
drag as the ugliest woman in the world, 
Wanda Wayne, on In Living Color who 
occasionally dabbled in serious films 
like Oliver Stone’s Any Given Sunday. 
After TIFF he was a serious actor, on the 
path to winning a Best Actor Academy 
Award. 
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O ver the last 35 years the fes¬ 
tival has run over 
10,000 movies 
through their 
projectors. Ob¬ 
viously not all 
have gone on to win 
awards and break office 
records, but the festival 
has a surprisingly good 
track record at picking 
and showcasing hits. Char¬ 
iots of Fire, The Big Chill 
and The Princess Bride all 
took home the fest’s Peo¬ 
ple’s Choice Award and re¬ 
cent Oscar winners from 
TIFF include four award 
winner No Country for Old 
Men and Capote, which 
earned a Best Actor Oscar 
for its star Phillip Seymour 
Hoffman.

Food fit for 

the stars 


O Hungry Hollywood celebrities 
turn to the Elmore sisters for 
practical, nutritious meals 



Jewels and Jill Elmore know 
what John Travolta has in 
his fridge, the food Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and Maria 
Shriver are serving dinner 
guests and that Jennifer 
Aniston is high on energy¬ 
giving nutritious foods. 

The two sisters are per¬ 
sonal chefs to many of Hol¬ 
lywood’s celebrities, often 
travelling with them or 
preparing the daily menus 
for their families at home. 

Although the pair didn’t 
have formal culinary train¬ 
ing, “we attended a lot of 
cooking and nutrition class¬ 
es before joining a catering 
company,” says 43-year-old 
Jewels. 

But as word spread about 
the sisters’ abundant talent 
for food shopping and 
preparing delicious meals, 
they decided to start their 
own business. 

“So we are employed by 
one client at a time to work 
their home on a full-time 
basis,” says Jill, 40. 

Raised in California in a 
large and closely knit Mexi- 
can-American family, the 
pair learned their culinary 
skills mainly from a grand¬ 
mother. 

When they were grow¬ 
ing up, the family kitchen 
was the place that held 
them all together, they say. 


“Along with cooking and 
eating, there were debates, 
celebrations, lots of laughs 
and sometimes tears,” says 
Jewels. “In our family 
home, eveiyone gravitated 
to our kitchen.” 

And what makes them 
sought after is their empha¬ 
sis on healthy eating. This is 
particularly important to 
the celebrity clientele they 
have amassed. 

“Sometimes our clients 
are working on a specific 
movie role and they have to 
lose a few pounds for a 
bathing suit shot,” says Jew¬ 
els. “And there are others 
who have to gain some 
weight. 

“Most of all, the people 
we work for are really con¬ 
cerned about consuming 
healthy fresh foods so they 
can keep their energy levels 
up.” 

The pair shop at farmers 
markets, fishmongers and 
butchers for the food they 
serve their clients. 

“We tell them what we 
have that is fresh and give 
them some options for 
what we can make them 
that day,” says Jill. 

Both sisters have young 
boys - one is 2 1/2 years old 
while the other is three. 

“At the moment we are 
sharing a job because of 


two small children,” says 
Jewels. “We take turns 
working a normal five-day 
week and the one who is 
not working looks after the 
boys.” 

Last year, with new ba¬ 
bies and their regular cook¬ 
ing tasks, the sisters also 
found time to publish a 
cookbook, “The Family 
Chef” (Celebra Books) with 
a glowing foreword from 
Aniston.THE Canadian press 


Pro tips 


Personal chef sisters Jew¬ 
els and Jill Elmore share 
some of their cooking 
tips: 

► Fishy When you saute or 
grill fish, preheat the oven 
to 230 C (450 F) before you 
begin cooking. If the fish 
browns before it has 
cooked through, finish it 
for a few minutes in the 
oven. 

► Hot pot Always make sure 
the pan you cook with is 
very hot before you begin. 
You'll use less oil because 
the heat disperses it quick¬ 
ly and evenly and 
everything will cook bet¬ 
ter.

The task of feeding celebri¬ 
ties is not for the faint¬ 
hearted, to be sure, but 
Jewels and Jill Elmore have 
it down pat, and are chang¬ 
ing the way many famous 
stars eat.

170 g (6 oz) raspberries 

• 750 ml (3 cups) peaches, 
peeled and sliced 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) lemon zest 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) lemon juice 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) honey 

• 50 ml (1/4 cup) granulated 
sugar 

• 30 ml (2 tbsp) all-purpose 
flour 


to coat. Place mixture in 
bottom of 4 ramekins, 
dividing evenly. 

3 In a bowl, combine bran 
cereal, almonds, brown 
sugar, cinnamon and 
nutmeg. Add butter and 
combine until crumbly. 
Place mixture on top of 
fruit, dividing evenly. 

Bake for 35 to 40 
minutes or until bubbly. 
If topping is browning 
too quickly, tent with 
foil for the last 10 min¬ 
utes.

O Despite scoring 27 points in win over Philadelphia, Packers feel they 
can improve © Club looks to move on after season-ending injury to Grant 


Aaron Rodgers’ sentiments 
didn’t match the score- 
board. 

After putting up 27 
points in the Green Bay 
Packers’ season-opening 
victory at Philadelphia, 
Rodgers was happy to walk 
away from a tough road 
game with a win. He wasn’t 
thrilled with the way he 
played. 

Rodgers knows pretty 
good won’t be good enough 
this year — not for a team 
that’s expected to contend 
for the Super Bowl or for a 
quarterback who is expect¬ 
ed to be an MVP candidate.

“RG, he was a big thing 
in the offence, and I think 
McCarthy, he’s going to get 
the ball down the field,” 
tight end Jermichael Finley 
said. “This pass game, we 
didn’t throw the ball like 
we should, so he’s going to 
come out and try to make a 
statement.” 

Coming off an impres¬ 
sive 2009 and sharp pre-sea¬ 
son performance, Rodgers 
threw for 188 yards with 
two touchdowns and an un¬ 
characteristic pair of inter¬ 


ceptions against the Eagles. 
Rodgers said he played “ter¬ 
rible” and missed throws 
he could make in his sleep. 

“I didn’t throw the ball 
as well as I wanted to,” 
Rodgers said. “But I’m go¬ 
ing to get better and im¬ 
prove. It’s interesting when 
you step back from that 
game, watch the film and 
think about the fact you’ve 
scored 27 points and were 
productive and still didn’t 
feel very good about the 
way you played. We’re go¬ 
ing to get better.”

Joe Philbin says Packers 
coaches are using a quote to
